“The main targets were objectives 
in \Berlin, industries in the Magde- 


burg and Hanover districts, and the 

Krupp’s armament works at Essen. 
“In Berlin large fires, which were 

started were increasing their hold when 


our aircraft. left, and much damage 
was also done. in the other attacks. 
‘*Objectives were also bombed at 


many other places in Germany, includ- 


ing Stettin, Kiel, Bremen, Osna- 
brueck and Cologne. Acrodromes in 
Holland and the docks at Le Havre 
were also attacked. 

“ From all these operations thirteen 


bombers are missing. 

Fighter Command aircraft attacked 
an enemy aerodrome in occupied terri- 
tory.” 

“ Aircraft of the Coastal Command, 
on patrol off the Norwegian coast dur- 
ing the night, attacked shipping, har- 
bours and an aerodrome.” 


HOW THE FLIGHTS 
WERE MADE 


“The Bomber Command thoroughly 
explored Germany on Tuesday night, 
ranging as far as Berlin and beyond, 
to Stettin, on the Baltic coast,” states 
the British Air Ministry News Service. 
‘Some had to penetrate or surmount 
high fronts of cloud, heavy with ice, 
others had to come down beneath the 
cloud to look for a Jandmark. 

‘The weather kept our bombers over 
Berlin for a long time, circling among 
one of the worst barrages they have 
ever had to face. (Clouds were patchy, 
and it was possible to pick out build- 
ings and railway stations in gaps of 
clear sky, 

‘* Wellingtons and Manchesters, 
Stulings and Halifaxes were over the 
German capital, and in the two hours 
of the attack fires were seen beginning 
as white points of light, continuing as 
a red ylare beneath the clouds, and 
ending as a sullen glow in the skies, 
which our crews could see for a great 
distance on their way back, 

“ Before this our crews had fought 
their way through every defence Berlin 
could muster Searchlights in hundreds, 
massed in groups of thirty or forty, 
followed the bombers through the skv, 
and the barrage continued without 
remission. 

**A shell burst 
filling the interior 
scattered splinters. 
were wounded. 

‘A Stirling crossed the coast at 400 
feet. and then cruised around the Ruhr. 
mostly at 3500 feet and never above 
1,000 feet. The pilot finally got a good 
target and dropped iis load of bombs 

“ Navigation as far as Berlin was a 
sufficiently remarkable feat, but our 
bombers went bevond, to the Baltic 
port of Stettin. Even to Magdeburg, 
about seventy miles west of Berlin, it 
was hard going. By midnight our 
bombers were there, and by midnight 
there were fires in the centre of the 
town. 

“At Hanover, the weather allowed 
our crews to see more of what they 
had done, and they were well satisfied 
with the results of their heavy attack. 

“ At Essen, Wellingtons got the 
armament works and egtarted a

MIDDLE EAST 
BOMBS RAINED ON

Official messages from the British 
Middle East headquarters tell of air 
attacks which caused much damage to 
chemical works and military buildings 
in Southern Italy on the night of 
August 11, and of raids on various 
objectives jn Cyrenaica. 

The communiqué last night stated :— 

‘Royal Air Force bombing aircraft 
attacked several objectives in Cyrenaica 
during the night of August 11-12. 

‘*Blenheims bombed both the land- 
ing grounds and the dispersal area at 
Garala. Cloud prevented accurate 
observation of the results. 

“ At Bardia military buildings were 
bombed and set on fire, and the mole 
at Derna was straddled with bombs. 

“- Royal Air Force bombers succegs- 
fully attacked the chemical works “t 
Crotonne, in Southern Italv, on the 
llth of August. Many direct hits 
caused great damage to storage tanks 
and containers, and the whole objective 
was a mass of flames when our aircraft 


left. 

“Other bombers’ attacked and 
demolished military buildings at 
Cariati. 

‘‘Enemy aircraft flew over Malta 


during the night of August 11-12 and 
dropped bombs, which did a small 
amount of damage. Our fighters inter- 
cepted and shot down two of the 
enemy.. During the same night our 
hombers carried out a raid of long 
duration on the harbour at Tripol. 
Harbour buildings were destroyed, an‘ 
a persistent fire was started near the 
power-house. Our aircraft, in addition, 
machine-gunned enemy motor transport 
on the coast road in the neighber- 
hood. 

““ One of our aircraft is missing from 
these operations.’’

If the present pro- 
posals should be agreed to by the 
Oireachtas greater powers might be 
given to the Incorporated Law Society, 
which celebrates its centenary this 
year. Important new provisions are 
also incorporated in the measure.

TAXI FARES MAY 
BE RAISED 


REOUEST FOR 100 PER 
CENT. INCREASE 


Dublin taxi-owners have applied to 
the Department, of Local Government 
and the Commissioner oí Police for 
permission to increase their minimum 
fare from ls. to 2s. or 2s. 6d. This 
statement was made yesterday by Mr. 
W. J. Wilson, Secretary of the Irish 
Taxi and Hackney Owners’ Associa- 
tion. 

“We are asking this.” he said, “on 
several different grounds. Petrol and 
oil prices have risen by 75 per cent. 
Up to a short while ago owners of 
cars up to 14 horse-power got an allow- 
ance of only 12 gallons of petrol a 
month. For 14 to 16 horse-power cars 
the allowance was 24 gallons. 

‘* Most of our members are off the 
road for nine days out of every month. 
In the remaining period, which is less 
than three weeks, they are finding it 
difficult even to cover their expenses. 
In Belfast, where the allowance is 80 
gallons a month, the minimum fare has 
been increased to 2s. Surely we are 
not asking too much.” 

The application, it is understood, is 

at present being considered by the 
Prices Commission, which is asking 
the Association to prove its case for 
the increase. 
_ Since the 11 o'clock *bus stoppage 
in Dublin taxi-owners have been trying 
to curtail daytime services, leaving the 
‘buses and trams to cope with traffic, 
and they now have more cabs out late 
at night. 

The Association recently made a 
successful application to the Ministry 
of Supplies for a supplementary allow- 
ance of petrol. embers now are 
receiving 12 gallons additional up to 
14 horse-power and 8 gallons addi- 
tional for higher powered cars. 

“People are taking taxis now,” said 
Mr. Wilson, ‘‘ who would never have 
dreamt of them before. We are anxious 
to give the best service possible and to 
co-operate fully with the public, but 
the present minimum fare is too low in 
the circumstances.”

VICHY, Wednesday. 
MARSHAL PETAIN’S hopes 


of a France territorially 
intact and effectively governed 
from Paris are emphasised to- 
day by semi-ofhcial commenta- 
tors, analysing those points of 


his broadcast dealing with 
foreign affairs. 
Summed up by the Vichy News 


Agency, this comment is :— 

“1, The Marshal reaffirms that he 
had already said, following Montoire— 
where he reached agreement with Herr 
Hitler upon a policy of collaboration— 
France must form part of a reconciled 
Europe. A European Power, she has 
fundamental continental interests and 
wants to take part in European recon- 
struction. j 

“2. France is living under a pro- 
visional international régime - which 
Pétain hopes to leave behind as soon 
as possible. The Chief of State has 
in this connection sketched out the 
main lines of a more stable state of 
affairs. First, the return of the Govern- 
ment to Paris, then a form of occupa- 
tion which would enable the Govern- 
ment effectively to exercise its autho- 
rity over the whole country. Finally, 
the French territorial integrity. 


FRANCE AND ITALY 


The Marshal hopes that relations 
with Italy will also emerge from a 
provisional régime, so that it may be 
possible to know how French and 
Italian positions in the Mediterranean 
will be balanced in the future. Ad- 
dressing himself to the United States, 
the Marsha] recalls that, if France 
means to take part in the reorganisa- 
tion of Europe, she maintains her tra- 
ditional ideal of liberty. The fact that 
the democratic régime has disappeared, 
and that the national revoluticn, in 
order to establish itself, has needed 
to call on authority, is not in contra- 
diction with the French: tradition of 
humanity and independence.”’ 


NO U.S. COMMENT

HE guarantees to Turkey by 
T the British and Soviet

triumphed. On Tuesday night the aged 
‘Marshal announced a new programme— 
or, rather, the first instalment in a new 
programme—for the social and political 
reorganisation of France. It is not 
precisely a ‘‘Fascist’’ programme, but 
it bears many of the hall-marks of the 
Fascist outlook, and there is a very general 
belief that before much longer France 
will have adopted a political and social 
system which will differ only in detail 
from the German and Italian systems. 
All political parties are to be dissolved ; 
a special bureau will be constituted, to 
ferret out secret societies--an expression 
which may mean anything; Freemasons 
are to be eliminated from the Civil 
Service, and to be excluded from public 
functions; the men who held power in 
France before the débdcle are to receive 
a special trial, under new powers con- 
ferred upon the Marshal. These are 
familiar symptoms. ‘‘A long delay,”’ 
the Marshal’s speech, “will be 
necessary to conquer the resistance of all 
these adversaries to the new order, but we 
must from now on break their undertakings 
by decimating their leaders.’’ 

How -France, the home of all the 
liberties, will accept the new régime, 
thus foreshadowed, remains to be seen.

together with his appointment of Admiral 
Darlan to the position of greatest power, 
an indication that he proposes to side 
openly with the “ Axis” Powers? There 
can be no doubt, in any kind of reason, 
that. the Germans have been putting 
pressure on him to give them the use of 
France’s colonial territories, if not of the 
ports of ‘‘unoccupied’’ France. Marshal 
Pétain must find himself in an appalling 
dilemma. He can have little desire to 
round upon an old ally at the bidding of 
a conqueror, but he is in no position to 
resist. If he retains anything of his old 
spirit, the British invasion of Syria must 
have wounded him sorely, and he must 
have been rent to the heart when French 
Indo-China was compelled to accept the 
‘“ protection ’’ of the Japanese. Step by 
step he has been driven into closer and 
closer alliance with the ‘‘Axis’’; and 
now it looks as if he is being forced to 
declare himself openly. In his speech on 
Tuesday night he hinted at his Govern- 
ment’s return to Paris, but gave no 
indication of the quid pro quo that the 
Germans expected. The United States 
clearly believes that one item in the 
bargain will be the handing over of the 
French colonial possessions in Africa, 
including Dakar, for use by the German 
air fleets; and there even has been a 
rumour that the French Navy may pass 
into German hands, LKHither concession 
could mean France’s embroilment once 
again in war, which is the last thing that 
Marshal Pétain desires, if only because 
his country, beaten and sullen, is in no 
mood for war. He would like to enjoy 
peace—peace in which to rebuild France 
according to his heart’s desire—but until 
Germany consents to a stable agreement 
he has no hope of lasting peace. Marshal 
Pétain must be among the saddest men 
on earth to-day. His choice lies between 
the lasting occupation of his country by 
the Germans and the ever-present peril 
of open conflict with Britain and the 
United States. 


Men and Machinery 


In the production and distribution of 
life’s necessities the automatic maching 
has gained a position of dominating 
importance. However we may deplore 
the fact that the designer of mechanical 
contrivances has displaced the craftsman, 
we are forced to recognise that the efficient 
machine is destined to remain, and to 
play ever more vital parts. Not alone in 
the workshop, but in the executive branches 
of to-day’s industrial and commercial life, 
the “efficiency expert’’—with his dicta- 
phone and cash register and other auto- 
matic contrivances—is indispensable, and

the factory or office which fails to 
appreciate his importance hardly can hope 
to survive. To that rule there is one 
serious exception. In the field of public 
affairs there has yet been little recognition 
of the importance of planned efficiency. 
Men there are—many of them of high 
personal abilities—who are forced to 
operate machinery most of which long 
since should have ‘been consigned to the 
scrap heap. The result, too often, is the 
maximum expenditure of energy and the 
minimum output of useful work. Too 
often the main consideration is the pro- 
vision of employment rather than the 


tive. The machine, such as it is, keeps 
on revolving—but the useful output is 
negligible. Why should these things be? 
The answers seem to be fairly plain. First 
and foremost, the driving force of competi- 
tion is lacking, and the compensating 
impulses of community service are too 
diffused to be effective. In the second 
place, there is the fact that the whole 
machinery of administration has become 
so complicated and so cumbersome as to 
demand an almost superhuman effort to 
overcome its inértia. While such condi- 
tions and difficulties are common to most 
countries, there are reasons to believe that 
they prevail in an inordinate measure in 


followed the critical surveys of Irish ad- 
ministrative machinery by our contributor, 
‘‘ A Student of Economics’’—the last of 
which appears in this issue—will be able 
to appreciate some of the reasons for such 
absence of planned and organised effort. 
Briefly, they can be traced to the facts 
that much of the existing decrepit 
machinery was inherited from a bygone 
régime, since when it has been expounded, 
adapted and patched up to deal with 
serious new demands. As political 
exigencies and social needs have called 
for much revolutionary legislation, the 
departments which were hastily put 
together twenty years ago have been 
called upon to accept new hoc 
responsibilities and ill-assorted duties, 
Yet, while legislative activity has far 
outrun the capacities of the archaic 
machinery of administration, there has 
been no serious effort to reconstruct the 


whole machine. 
We have said that the lack of effort to 


secure reasonable efficiency can probably 
be attributed mainly to the absence of the 
driving-force of competition. If we 
hearken to the svoices of responsible 
Ministers, that happy go-as-you-please 
condition now has passed into history. 
Competition on the internationa] plane— 
the struggle to in a wildly 
disordered economic world—immeasurably 
increases the need of efficiency *in the 
whole structure of administration. We no 
longer can afford to tolerate ponderous 
and long-drawn-out negotiations between 
Ministers and Departments on issues that 
would be settled by business executives at 
half-hour conferences. We no longer may 
regard with equanimity the hesitations, 
the niceties of departmental etiquette, or 
the forcible-feeble methods which hitherto 
have characterised Civil Service procedure. 
We no longer can afford such luxuries as 
two or three Bepartments engaged in 
exchanges of elaborate memoranda on the 
minor details of single problems, All such 
wastage of time and of energy must be 
abandoned if Ireland is to keep her head 
above water in the turbulent seas of 
coming years. Yet—the reader may ask: 
“What changes and simplifications do 
you suggest? Where, and when, is a 
beginning to be made?” For the moment 
ope answer may be found in our con- 
tributor'’s suggestion that the Board of 
Works—which now is an unnatural and 
very costly sub-department of the 
Ministry of Finance—shall become the 
nucleus and pivotal point of all planning, 
public works and other constructional 
activities which depend on outlays from 
public funds. . Through such an agency 
the Cabinet—instead of relying on rival 
departmental representations, and taking 
important decisions on the basis of 
incomplete data—would command the 
advice of a Department charged to make 
comprehensive surveys of national 
economic needs and resources. Under the 
segis of such a Ministry of Planning and 
Public Works it would be possible to 
assemble, and to direct, the activities of 
staffs of technicians who now are dispersed 
—and not infrequently at loggerheads— 
as advisers of separate branches of 
administration. Whatever may be the 
merits or the demerits of such a plan, it, 
at least, presents one constructive means 
whereby to break the shackles of tradition 
and to open the way to a general review 
and readjustment of relationships between 
other branches of the public service,

Mount Merrion’s Trees 


It is more than a month since we 
commented on the threatened destruction 
of a beautiful avenue of trees on the 
Mount Merrion FEetate, near Dublin. 
These trees are among the estate’s 
principal amenities, and the residents had 
received an undertaking that there would 
be no interference with them. We pointed 
out that their destruction would ruin the 
estate's appearance, and would go far to 
shatter the natural pride which the 
residents take in their environment. At 
that time it had not been established 
definitely that the trees were to be felled, 
but the residents were filing a petition 
against what they justly regarded as a 
drastic infringement of their rights, The 
protest evidently has been unavailing ; for 
the estate authorities have lodged felling 
notices in respect of almost seventy 
trees in the avenue and nearly nine 
hundred in-the adjoining woods, and the 
Minister for Lands has not seen fit to 
prevent the despoliation. In the circum- 
stances, the residents are making a final 
effort. They hope to collect funds enough 
to fight their case in the Courts—but, we 
fear, there seems to be no certainty that 
they will succeed. The estate authorities 
evidently are acting in a thoroughly high- 
handed action. It is possible that they 
have logical reasons for the felling of 
these trees, but one must presume from 
their silence that these reasons will not 
bear examination. Is “ha impending 
scarcity of fuel so severe that an 
attractive. estate must be destroyed to 
stock Dublin’s grates? Surely there are 
trees enough in other districts where the 
felling of a few hundred would make little 
or no difference. One would think that 
the spirit, if not the letter, of the Town- 
Planning Act would have made sufficient 
headway in this county during recent 
years to prevent acts of vandalism. The 
neighbourhood of Dublin is not so well 
furnished with trees—and those in 
question are among the noblest trees in 
the whole of Ireland—that their destruc- 
tion without rhyme or reason can be 
tolerated.

The men of the modern British Army 
are very different from those serving in 
the last war, great numbers of them being 
keen on acquiring knowledge in various 
ways. Some are eager to take advantaze 
of the educational facilities offered by 
the authorities, and end a strenuous day 
by an evening spent in a class-room. It 
has been found that there is a consider- 
able demand for foreign languages, in 
addition to shorthand, typing, music, arts 
and crafts, and other subjects. Under 
the Army agricultural scheme gardening 
is another activity widely taken up, and 
in one command the number of gardens 
under cultivation has increased by fire 
hundred per cent., with an enormons 
addition to the supply of vegetables, 
Discussion and drama circles are also 
very numerous and most popular. 


Merchant Service 


Soon after the reassembling of Parlia- 
ment, a proposal will be debated in the 
House of Lords that the mercantile service 
shall be raised to the status of a nationa! 
service, and the Government will be asked 
to set up a Royal Commission to inquire 

into the conditions of service of officers 
| and men. The suggesfion is the idea of 
Lord Marchwood, master of the Master 
Mariners’ Company, and he is supported 
by the Earl of Cork and Orrery. The 
senior service and the mercantile marine 
thus are united in the endeavour to get a 
recognised status for the men_ who hare 
done so nobly for so many months.

ACemory 

F. W. Memory, of the Daily Mail, who 
has died, was one of the largest figures 
in British journalism, and not only 
in the physical sense of the word. 
Well I remember Memory sitting in the 
old Daily Mail office in Middle Abbey 
street, his great bulk almost filling the 
small space, typing out his stories on the 
portable machine that had travelled with 
him through almost all the countries in 
Europe and beyond. 

When there was any prospect of excite- 
ment on this side of the Irish Sea, Memory 
always arrived before the crucial hour, 
and even though his despatches, written 
from an Englishman’s viewpoint, did not 
always find approval here, he was able to 
name many leaders of Irish action among 
his friends. 

I believe I am right in saying that 
Memory once had a memorable interview 
with Mr. de Valera when the Premier was 
not readily available to Pressmen! I know 
for certain that, at a time when things 
were more than hot. he was given twenty- 
four hours to leave this country—and, like 
the wise man that he was, left. 

Lord Rothermere paid him a high com- 
pliment then. Rothermere met him at the 
entrance to the Daily Mail offices in 
London, and, knowing well the circum- 
stances of his arrival, remarked that if 
Memory had not returned that dav he 
would have sent a special boat to collect 
him. 

Memory packed a lot of excitement and 
thrills into his life, and it is my regret 
that in this small space I can pay only a 
passing tribute to a fine friend. 


Lermontov 


Quite correctly Pushkin was given in 
reply to a request in “ Information, 
Please,” on Radio Eireann last Sunday 
to name a great Russian poet who was 
killed in a duel. 

Equally correct would have been to name 
M. Y. Lérmontov, whose centenary the 
Russians have lately been commemorating 
in spite of the war. In asense Lérmontov’s 
death was an even greater tragedy than 
Pushkin; for he was killed when only 
about half-way through his twenties. 
With Pushkin he is recognised as one of 
the creators of Russian literature. 

It could have been added that Lérmontov, 
or at least his family, had associations 
with Ireland, although the fact has not 
been mentioned in anv of the centenary 
notices I have seen in English. 

He had Scottish blood in his veins, as 
Prince Peter Kropotkin reminded his 
English readers. Through his father 
Lérmontovy was descendant of an ad- 
venturous Scotsman, George Learmonth, 
or Learmont, who settled in Russia nearly 
550 years ago. With some sixty others, 
Irish as well as Scots, Learmont had 
entered the Polish service, and then in 
1615 the whole party went on to Russia. 
Learmont became Lérmontov, and for all 
we know some distinguished Bolshevik -ov 
or -ski or -chenko may have had an Irish 
ancestor. 

There has always been a certain amount 
of intercourse between Scotland and 
Poland. That is one of the reasons why 
the exiled Polish troops under General 


Sikorski’s command are now traini i 
Scotland. pe oi 
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A friend who listened in to the P. G. 
Wodehouse broadcast from a German 
short-wave station on Saturday night tells 
me there was nothing of the ‘‘ Jeeves ”” 
manner or spirit in it. 

But at the same time, he says. there was 
something very English about that broad- 
cast. When I asked him to give an illus- 
tration, the nearest he could get was as 
follows: ‘‘ Wodehouse said that after he 
had settled down fairly comfortably for 
two or three weeks under German occupa- 
tion in France he was suddenly taken 
awav from his French village for intern- 
ment. When he realised this he said to 
himself: ‘Wodehonse, old sport, this 
looks Jike a sticky day.” _ 

My friend adds that, contrary to what 
he had expected, Wodehouse was given 
only ten minutes to pack what he wanted 
to take with him to internment. Amonz 
other things he left behind him were his 
passport and the all but finished MS. of 
his new novel. He hopes to recover tha 
MS. English-like, he would have appre- 
ciated time for a bath before being taken 
to an unknown destination. -

COMPENSATION FOR | 
BOMBED PROPERTY 
‘SUGGESTIONS IN THE SENATE 


stage of the Neutralit 
(War Damage to Property) Bill, 


Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY, Minister 
for Finance, moved an amendment, 
making it obligatory on the Minister 
for Finance to give his decision on ap- 
plications for compensation within 
twelve months. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. J. G. DOUGLAS moved that 
the Minister should give interest on 
awards at 4 per cent. from a date 
not later than six months after the re- 
ceipt of application. 

Refusing to accept the amendment, 
Mr. O’KELLY said that they now had 
a limitation on the “Minister for 
Finance, who must make his offer 
within a specified time. The payment 
of interest would encourage dilatori- 
ness. When the awards were made 
the Minister would prefer to pay the 
compensation immediately. 
or amendment was lost by 22 votes 
& ir. 


CASES OF HARDSHIP 


The MINISTER said that the De- 
partment of Posts and Telegraphs was 
prepared to make payment for Postal 
Orders. Money Orders and stamps de- 
Stroved, where there was any 
Satisfactory evidence as to the loss. 
He knew there had been hardship and 
that there were existing hardships, but 
if they once opened the door to further 
payments for consequential loss, God 
knew where it was going to end. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said if that Bill were 
passed as it was they would be 
ashamed in a few years’ time that 
business people had been left in the 
bombed area with nothing with which 
to carry on, He had been given a case 
of 4 woman whose property had been 
destroyed, and who had been told that 
she must pay her rates because the 
bombs had been dropped after April 5. 
She had lost a substantial number. of 
houses, which were her living. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that the 
Minister should be able to come to a 
working arrangement with the claim- 
ants. No man should be put on Poor 
Law relief as a result of bombing. 


RESTORE LIVINGS 


Mr. SEAN CAMPBELL said that it 
was the duty of the Oireachtas to re- 
store to the people at least the same 
means of livelihood as they had before 
the bombing. The State should pro- 
vide alternative housing and feeding 
arrangements, in case of future bomb- 
ings, and it should not be left to 
charitv to do it. 

Professor HAYES said that he did 
not want the door wide open to con- 
sequential damage, but he wanted the 
door ajar, with the Minister inside 
on the watch “He was convinced that 
there were cases which could only be 
m 't. by amending the bill; The Minister 
cculd make more equitable the compen- 
sation for consequential Joss. 

Professor MAGENNIS said that they 
were not asking the Minister to be 
generous, but asking him to do the 
right thing. i . 

Mr. O'KELLY said that if he 
accepted Senator Hayes’s amendment 
the bill would be changed into an 
entirely different bill materially. If the 
Government had any intention of in- 
cluding payment for consequential loss 
strict rules ad regulations should have 
been laid down. Otherwise the Minister 
for Finance would be placed in a most 
dificult position. There was nobody 
who could define where consequential 
loss was to end He did not think it 
possible to accept the idea. 


NEW FORM 


Professor HAYES asked the Minis- 
ter to consider the amendment in a 
revised form—That compensation . . 
for injury to which the Act applies 
shall be awarded for actual damage 
_— to property and such consequen- 
tial loss as may be determined by re- 
gulations made under this Act. 

Mr. O’KELLY undertook to consult 
the Government about the matter, but 
said he could make no promises, The 
original amendment was withdrawn on 
condition that Senator Hayes could 
table it in its now form next weex. 

On the suggestion of Mr. DOUGLAS 
an amendment tabled by Mr. O’ Kelly 
to Section 10 dealing with the con- 
sequential damage was not moved. 
This amendment enabled the Minister 
to award compensation for such ex- 
penditure as he was satisfied was rea- 
sonably incurred in lieu of the pro- 
visions of the bill which limited the 
compensation to £50. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that there was 

an impression that a new bill would 
be introduced dealpg with compen- 
sation. 
Mr. O’KELLY said that circum- 
stances might arise to necessitate a new 
bill, but at the moment no new bill 
was contemplated. 

The Committee stage was passed, 
and the Report stage fixed for Wed- 
nesday next. 


TRADE UNION BILL 


On the Committee stage of the 
Trade Union Bill, 1941, Mr.

GENUINE? 


Seventy-five per cent. of the pictures 
in the National Gallery are fakes. The 
next time you are there take a pen- 
knife to the fine El] Greco and scrape 
away about a square inch of the pic- 
ture where your’ handiwork will be 
least noticed. You will come across a 
banner painted for the 1903 Irish lan- 
guage Procession in Wexford, in which 
mv uncle had the distinction of riding 
the first bicycle ever made in Ireland, 
Keep scraping and under that again 
you will find a bizarre ad. for a patent 
cattle drench fashionable in the 
‘eighties. When you are satisfied, and 
have thoughtfully put away your knife, 
be sure to gather up your little mess of 
pinxorial dandruff, and leave the place 
as clean as you found it. 

Do not be unduly disturbed by what 
I sav, for my theme is none other thaa 
life itself. All the great painters of the 
past could earn their bread and butter 
only by doing copies of tlre classic 
works of their own day at so much a 


time. Thus a copy of something by 
Leonardo may well be a genuine 
Rembrandt. And that is why every 


civilised country in the world has the 
original of Gauguin’s “La Femme 
Perfide.”’ 

A well-known painter of our own 
unfortunate day bá confessed to me 
that he makes a wood thing out of 
making copies of his own pictures— 
under a pseudonym, of course. When 
he accidentally paints a better picture 
than the one he. is copying. ne 
denounces the original as a fake, and 
puts the unfortunate owner of it in 
what one may call an unenviable posi- 
tion. He even thinks it smart to get 
money by forging his own signature o 
cheques. 


A RIDDLE SOLVED. 


‘“A myth circulated by Bernard 
Shaw,” says the same writer, ‘‘ repre- 
sents our Gallery as an unfrequented 
waste. That is not so, Last year 
28,500 people visited it. But if we 
take the late ‘eighties as Shaw’s period 
we find the figures :—1887—75,000, 
1888—87,650, 1889—72,591, including 
an average of 25,000 for Sunday attend- 
ances. To try to explain why these 
figures have decreased in our time by 
nearly two-thirds would lead us far.” 


On the contrary, it. need lead no 
further than the National Library, 
which is next door to the National 


Gallery, and a great credit to Gandon, 
who designed it. Go into the National 
Library and ask for Whitaker’s Com- 
pendium of Meteorological Observa- 
tions. Jurn up the ‘eighties, and you 
will find that those years outflooded 
even the black winter of 1831 for 
plumps, downpours and cloudbursts of 
pestilential seething rain. Appalling 
visitations of lightning, fire-ball and 
thunder-bolt were experienced every 
day, with frost and snow when Nature 
had exhausted her repertoire of sodden 
violence. Naturally the unfortunate 
passers-by were glad of Art, and roamed 
the galleries in dripping herds, remark- 
ing wittily to each other that one good 
Turner deserves another. When Bernard 
Shaw emigrated to the far side, the 
weather took a turn for the better, and 
has been steadily on the mend ever 
sinde. 

Like it or leave it, that is the 
melancholy truth about art the world 
over. In the main, the galleries are 
used by courting couples or by people 
sheltering from heat, cold or rain. In 
Dublin the attendance figures are 
swelled considerably by the visits of 
official detectives, who must make sure 
that the valuable frames are not taken 
away by poor persons.
